—W. A. Winburn, president of 
the Centralof Georgfa Railway com 
pany, says of strike conditions on the 
Central railroad: ; 

“The traveling and shipping pub- 
lic is well aware of the manner in 
which the Central of Georgia railway 
has handled both passengers and 
freight traffic during the strike period 
of July and August; however, some 
figures may be of interest. 

“It has been charged that locomo- 
tives in an uttsafe condition are be- 
ing operated on some railways. The 
best answer to this, so far as the 
Central of Georgia is concerned, is 
the fact that in July the safety ap- 
pliance inspector of the . interstate 
commerce commission inspected 20 lo- 
comotives, none of which was con- 
sidered unfit for service. _ Tais com- 
pany bas 269 locomotives in good re- 
air. 

. “The traffic moved during August, 
amounted to 61,044 revenue loads an 
increase of 9,198 revenue loads. or 
17.7 per cent, over August of 1921. 
There was also a heavy increase in 
traffic during July, all of which, dur- 
ing both months, was handled with- 
out appreciable delay. 

“On September 2, there wée 1,- 
606 shopmen in the employ of this 
railway, which is 76 per cent of the 
force of 2,111 employed on the day 
before the strike. In case it is de- 
sired to recruit the forces to the full 
strength of July 1, which will prob- 
ably not be necessary, there will be 
vacancies for only 505 strikers who 
may wish to return, or that many 
openings for new employees. 

“The work being turned out at all 
of the shops is entirely satisfactory 
both in amount and quality. TPas- 
senger trains are being operated on 
time. Very little disorder has oc- 
curred at any point on the system, 
and it is expected that conditions 
which now differ but little from nor- 
mal will be entirely restored to norm- 
al within the next thirty days.” 


TOBACCO WAREHOUSE 
ASKED FOR VALDOSTA 


Valdosta, Ga. September 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)-—The committee from the cham- 
ber of commerce recently appointed 
to make arrangements for establish- 
ing a local tobacco market next sea- 
son, has announced that Valdosta 
will have one of the best tobacco 
markets and one or two modern ware- 
houses by the opening of next sea- 
son. 

In order to have a good market, it 
is pointed out by those interested, 
there must be sufficient acreage, and 
plans are being matured for secur- 
ing at least 1,000 acres of tobacco in 
the Valdosta territorye 

In addition to this, expert tobacco 
men will be located in Valdosta by 
the Georgia and Florida railway to 
assist the farmers in preparing for 
this crop. It also is certain that fif- 
ty or one hundred experienced tobac- 
co farmers from North Carolina will 
be brought to Lowndes county.

BISHOP FALLOWS 
IED ON TUESDAY 


Chicago, September 5.—Bishop 
Samuel Fallows, presiding bishop of 
the Reformed ,Episcopal church, fa- 
mous as preacher, soldier, autbor aud 
lecturer, died at 4:30 o’clock this 


morning, at the residence, after an ili- 
ness of slightly less than a mouth. 

Bishop Fallows’ death. a shock to 
the religious world especially, but a 
cause of sorrow throughout civilized 
humanity, was unexpected in spite of 
hie advanced age. He was approach- 
ing his eighty-seventh birthday. 

‘The bishop fell ill of pneumonia fast 
winter and to that was attributed the 
beginning of his fatal illness, Last 
spring he went to California, where 
he was able to recuperate and was 
believed to have escaped further rav- 
ages of the disease. ; 

He returned to Chicago, August 14, 
hopeful of regaining his old vigor and 
resuming his varied activities which 
had made him one of the most widely 
known national figures. 

The long overland trip, however, 
drained his strength and the follow- 
ing day he was reported ill of exhaus-

With the bishop during his illness 
was his daughter, Alice. and his son, 
Edward Fallows, of New York, who 
came to Chicago to be with his fa- 
ther.

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STLOERS WNT USE 
SFY ATOR 


The auditorium committee of coun- 
cil will meet in a few days to take 
under consideration a petition sub- 
mitted to council by Major Charles 
Cox, commanding officer of the sec- 


ond battalion, 122d infantry, national 
guard of Georgia, asking permission to 
use the city auditorium one night each 
week for drilling purposes. 

In his petition Major Cox shows 
that the national guard prior to the 
war had full charge of a part of the 
auditorium. He said since the war no 
rule has been established as to when 
the military companies Can use the 
auditorium and he asks council to 
make a definite ruling in the case. 

It is the desire of the officer to 
obtain. use of the auditorium on one 
night of each week. He also asks 
council to appropriate $100 to match 
a similar appropriation of Fulton 
county to be used in the-training werk. 

Plea of Guardsmen. 

Following is the petition to council: 

The petition of Second BRattalfon, 112d In- 
fantry, National Guard of Georgia, respect- 
fully shows: 

That prior to the world war the nation- 
al organization had absolute charge of cer- 
tain portions of the armory at all times 
and were allowed the use of Taft hall and 
the large auditorium on certain fixed nights, 
which use could not be transferred with- 
out their consent. The city also contributed 
largely to its support. 

Since the war no established rule has 
been adopted with reference to these mat- 
ters and the situation 1s unsatisfactory. 

Refers to Ordinance. 

Section 865, of the city code of 1910, 
provides that the national guard shall have 
charge of certain quarters as specified on 
the plans of Morgan & Dillon. It would 
seem that this would mean that the national 
guard organization were not to be inter- 
fered with in this control. This same 
ordinance provides that they “shall have 
the use of the large and smal! auditoriums 
when same are not otherwise in use.” No 
fixed nights have been assigned for our 
use and it is important that it shall be 
done and that our use on those nights shall 
not be interfered with. 

Prior to the war, Me city contributed to 
the maintenance and support of the national 
guard by monthly or quarterly payments 
for incidental expenses, which money was 
paid directly into the treasury of the or- 
ganization, The county is now contributing 
$100 a month, which amount is not suffi- 
cient. 

Prior to the war the city furnished elec- 
tric light bulbs, hot water, repaired broken 
glass and made other casual and necessary 
incidental] repairs. 

Outline Their Wishes. 

Petitioners, desiring a definite  under- 
standing with the city, pray as follows: 

1, That one night im each week be as- 
signed to.the organization, upon which night 
no other use will be made of either Taft 
hall or the large Auditorium, without the 
consent of the commander of the batt#- 


ion, 

2. That the sum of $100 per month be 
appropriated for the use of the battalion, 
to be paid into its treasury. 

3. That the national guard have the use 
of Taft hall and the large Auditorium on 
other nights in the week than that as- 
signed to it specially, when the same is 
not in use fur other purposes. 

4.'That the custodian be instructed to 
have the halls open, clear of funiture, with 
lights on, on the special night assigned 
and on other nights when ‘it is not in use, 
as requested by the commander. 

5. That the city furnish electric light 
bulbs, gas tor hot water, replace broken 
glass and make such other incidental re- 
pairs and expenditures abou the armory 
as may be necessary to keep it in good 
condition. 

The petitioners desire to co-operate’ in 
every way possible with the constituted 
authorities of the city, but it is necessary 
that there be co-operation along certain 
specific lines and that some definite un- 
derstanding be had.

In Argonaut Mine 


Jackson, Cal., September 5.—Some 
time Thursday. the 46 imprisoned 
miners in the Argonaut mine will be 
reached, it is generally expected here 
today. It also is believed that some, 


at least, of the men who were trapped; 


underground by a fire and falling rock 
nine days ago are still alive, as a re- 
port yesterday that answering signa!s 
had been heard by a member of one 
of the rescuing crews was followed 
by others in the same tenor today. 

The reseue crew. working from the 
3.600 foot level of the adjoining Ken- 
nedy mine toward the Argonaut, fin- 
ished a detour around a virgin rock 
obstruction and teday reached one of

REFUSE 10 DELAY 
TARIFF FOR BONUS 


Washington, September 5.—By a 
vote of five tu three, senate and huuse 
conferees refused today to sidetrack 
the administration tariff bill for the 
soldiers’ bonus measure. 

Senators McCumber, North Dakota. 
republican, and Simmons, North Caro 
lina, and Walsh, Massachusetts, dem- 
ocrats, voted to take up the bonus) 
immediately but opposing them were 
Senator Smoot, Utah, republican, and 
Representatives Fordney, Michigan; 
Longworth, Ohio, and Green, Iowa, re- 
publicans, and Garner, Texas, demo- 
erat. Senator McLean, Connecticut, 
republican, and Representative Colliér, 
democrat, Mississippi, the other two 
eonferees, were absent, 

Today's meeting was the first to 
which the democratic conferees had 
been invited since work on the tar- 
iff was begun two weeks ago. They | 
were excluded after the vote and the 
republicans went ahead with the te- 
writing of the tariff bill. Good prog- 
ress in that direction was reported 
and Chairman McCumber, of the sen- 
ate managers, believed the task would 
be finished by the end of this week or 
early in the next week. 

Chairman Fordney of the house 
managers led the opposition to imme- 
diate consideration of the bonnes bill 
He argued that the tariff already had 
been nearly three years in the making 
and that it should not be laid aside. 
Urging quick action on the bonus. 
Chairman McCumber argued that an 
agreement on this measure probably 
could he reached within a few hours 
and called attention that the bonus 
Ingislation had been pending a year 
longer than the tariff.

LESSON No. 140—The Generation of Continuous Waves. 
Continuous or undamped waves may be produced by three different 


methods: 


(a) The arc generator. 
(b) The vacuum tube. 


(c) The high frequency alternator. 
This article is concerned with the generation of continuous waves by 

the high frequency alternator of which there are several types, but the 
one of practical importance, used in the high-powered radio transmitting 
stations of the United States, is the Alexan- 
This type 
of alternator is adapted to wave lengths 
longer than 10,000 meters with correspond- 
ing frequencies of less than 30,000 cycles 
per second, these wave lengths being, used 
primarily for transoceanic communication. 
A section of the alternator developed by 
E. F. W. Alexanderson. is shown in the 
accompanying diagram and a description, in 
part, of the mechanical construction has 
been given by Mr. Alexanderson as follows: 
“The alternator is of the inductor type 
(that is, with stationary armature and field, 
but with a rotating element which causes 
a pulsating field to cut the armature con- 
ductors) and is provided with a-novel ar- 
rangement of the magnetic circuit, allow- 
ing the construction of a rotor which can 
be operated at exceedingly high speeds. In 
the final form of the alternators, the rotor 
(C) consists of a steel disc with a thin rim
